the "Almighty had determined to puniſh the Of- 


fender in his World, to make him a laſting Mo- 
nument of public Shame, and hereby — — 
Mankind, that the Murderer ſhall in no wiſe 


eſcape the Puniſhment due to his Crime. 

Mr. Horne's Family have for a long Time re- 
ſided and enjoyed a pretty Eſtate at Buterly, in 
the Pariſh of Pentriage, in Derbyſhire. His Fa- 
ther, who lived to the Age of 102, had ſeveral 


Children, and uſed to occupy ſome Part of his 


Eſtate; ſo that ne was generally regarded as a 


Gentleman Farmer. 

This Son, William Andrew Horne, was the el- 
deft and molt favourite Child, bit whether owing 
to any thing more pleaſing or witty the Father 


diſcovered in him, than his other Children, we 


are not told; yet certain it is, that he was much 
preferred before them, being often indulged 


with a Horſe and Money, in early Life, to ram- 


ble about the Country from one Place of Diver- 
ſion to another, while his Brothers at home were 
made mere Drudges in the Farm, to ſupport his 
Idleneſs and Debaucheries abroad. His Father 
Was reputed the beſt claſſical Scholar of his Time, 
in the County of Derby, and taught his Children 


Engliſh and Latin at home himſelf, ſo that- Mr. 


Horne was never put to any Grammar School, 
It does not appear that he made any great Pro- 
grefs in Learning, though his Father took great 
Pains to make him a Scholar. We wiſh we could 
ſay ſome Care had alſo been taken of his Morals ; 


but of rhat very little can, with Truth, be of- 
fered: Sorry, indeed, we are to reflect upon the 


——, and it were mich to be deſired that his 
Vices could be expoſed, without being —_ 
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tart of- 
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to name the Partners of his Guilt; but as that 
cannot be, we muſt bluſh for him, when tis aſ- 
ſerted, that not content with debauching his Mo- 
ther's Servants, he added the abominable Crime 
with his *#**#** A young Gentleman 
of Fortune paid his Addreſſes to. one of his 
Siſters, but he ſoon diſcovered the unnatural. 
Commerce between the Parties; ſo that the Court- 
ſhip was broke off almoſt as ſoon as begun. 

Amongſt the various Women Mr. Frm uſed 
to frequent, he had a more than ordinary Kind- 


neſs for —_ » by whom he had ſeveral 


Children. About the Year 1722, this Girl be- 
ing then big with Child by him, he was kind 
enough to remove her privately from Butterly 


to a convenient Place in Nottinghamſhire, where 


ſhe was well accommodated for lying- in: Whe- 
ther ſhe did not like her Situation, or could not 


bear to be thus parted from her Lover, we do 


not pretend to fay ; ; however ſhe was imprudent 


enough to return the next Day to Buterly, and 


as ſhe was in her Way to Mr. Horne's, the Pariſh- 
Officers ſecured her, that ſhe might ſwear the 


Child to the true Father. They left tte Girl all 
"Night under the Care of two or three People, 
(intending to go with her before a Juſtice in the 
Morning) with a ſtrict Charge not to ſuffer Mr. 


Horne to come near her; but he found Means to 


| bribe her Keepers, and was with her all Night; 


the Conſequence of which was, the next Morn- 
ing ſhe ſwore the Child to Mr. Humphrey Ellis, of 
Tumbleſtreet, London, though no ſuch Perſon was 
then exiſting. She was ſoon after delivered of a 


Female Child, which lived to the Age of fifteen 
or lixteen, and then died of a lingering Diſtem- 
per, having for a long Time been convulſed

ments. By this Woman Mr. Horne had another 
Girl, who is now living, and is reckoned a pretty, 
ſenſible, well-behaved, young Woman. Some 
Time fince a Perſon of Subſtance offered to 
marry and ſettle a Jointure of 30 l. a Year upon 
her, if her Father, Mr. Horne, could have been 
perſuaded to have given her only 30 J. but as he 
could not be prevailed on to part with ſuch a 

Sum, ſhe loſt a good Huſband by the Cruelty of 
her Father. | aun 
The Father of this unhappy Man had great 
Reaſon to repent of his ill-judged Indulgence 
towards his Son, the latter Part of his Life being 
thereby made one continued Scene of Sorrow 
and Affliction. It was in the Spring of the Year 
1727, that one of his Daughters was delivered o 
a fine Boy, which was preſently conveyed away 
and reported to be ſent to Nurſe, but a Differ 
ence that happened ſoon after between the two 
Brothers, William and Charles, occaſioned the + 
latter's acquainting the Father with the true 
Manner in which the elder Son had diſpoſed o 
the Child. The Father was ſurprized to he 
that William inſiſted on Charles's: going alon 
with him, in the Dead of Night, frgm their Houle 
at Butterly, to carry the Child in a Bag to An- 
nefley, in Nottinghamſhire, where the eldeſt Bro- 
ther laid it under a Hay-ſtack, and where it was 
found dead the next Morning. The old Gen- 
tleman being a good deal frighten'd with this Re- 
lation, inſiſted on Chazles's never giving the 4% 
is 
preſumed, in Obedience to his Father's Com- 
mands, it was kept a profound Secret till his 
Death, which was in or about the Year 1747.

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Notwithſtanding this licentious Conduct of. 
the eldeſt Son, the Father indiſcreetly left ' him 
in Poſſeſſion of all the Real Eſtate ; but the Per- 
ſonal, which amounted in Caſh, Houſhold Goods, 
and Cattle, to little more than 100 J. he, by 
Deed of give made ſome little Time before his 


Death, gave to his Son Charles. The Father 
died upon a Couch in the Kitchen, and had, ar. - 
the Time of his Death, about twelve Guineas in 
his Pocket, which certainly belonged to Charles; 
but the elder Brother took the Caſh out of his 
dead Father's Pocket, and would not part with 
it till 1 had promiſed to be at the whole 
Expence of burying the old Man; which he did, 
and ſoon after the Funeral, on Charles's inſiſting 
on his Right, the elder Brother turned the 
Younger out of Doors, and would not ſuffer him 
to enjoy even what the Father had given him. 
William Andrew Horne, by the Death of his 
Father, was now become ſole Maſter of the 
_ Houſe, in Poſſeſſion of a comfortable Eſtate, and, 
no doubt, might have lived with ſome Degree of 
Credit and Reputation ; but he was of ſo penu- 
rious a Diſpoſition, that, it is ſaid, he never did 
one generous Action in the whole Courſe of his 
Life. And it is really a ſtrong Proof of a moſt 
ſordid covetous Temper, that tho* he knew his 
Brother Charles was Maſter of a Secret of the laſt 
Importance, yet he would not give him the leaft 
Aſſiſtance, nor would he beſtow a Morſel of 
Bread on his Brother's hungry Children, when 
they went, as they often did, to beg it at their 
Stony-hearted Uncle's Door. 

It happened a few Years ſince that Charles 
Horne was taken ill of the Gripes, and was, by 
his poor Neighbours, who viſited him, thought

This put Mr. Roe upon a more ſtrict Inqui 

jnto the Truth of what he hed formerly heard 
about the Squire's having been the Occaſion o 
the Death of one of his own natural Children 
He was well iniormed that Charles Horne had 
upon ſome particular ill Uſage received from hi 
elder Brother, declared, to two or three People

Upon this 
Mr. Roe made Application to a worthy Juſtice in 
Derbyſhire, for a Warrant to apprehend Charles, 
that the Truth might come out, The Warrant 
was granted; but as the Juſtice who ſigned. it 
makes it a Rule to do public Buſineſs on a Mon. 
day only, the Conſtable took Charles's Word for 
his Appearance the Monday following. 

In the mean Time the Squire heard of this 
Warrant's being iſſued out to take up his Brother 
Charles, in order to his being examined with re- 
lation to the Murder of the Child: He thereſore 
thought it prudent to invite this neglected Bro- 
ther to his Houſe, where he aſked him, F he 
would ſwear his Life away ? To which Charles re- 
plied, J muſt and will ſwear the Truth. The 
Squire ſaid, There was no Occaſion for that, I ad- 
wiſe you by all Means to forſwear yourſelf, and I 
will be a Friend to you. Charles made Anſwer, 
If 1 do, how muſt I anſwer to God for it? The 
Squire ſaid, Tell God Aimighty I bad you forfwear 
yourſelf to ſave my Life. To this Charles would 
not conſent ; but ſaid, © Brother, you have not the 
leaſt Reaſon to expect any Favour from me; never- 
theleſs, as you are my Brother, I am unwilling to 
carry Things to the utmoſt Extremilyz if therefore 
you will give me Five Pounds to carry me to Liver - 
pool, I will ſet out immediately for that Port, and 
| there embark for another Land: My Wife and Chil- 
dren I hope you will take Pity on; whom, if you 
neglect, I ſhall leave to the Care of Providence. — 
To this ealy Propoſal the *Squire would not con- 
ſent ; chuſing rather to run all Hazards, chan 
part with ſo trifling a Sum as Five Pounds, 

The Juſtices of Derbyſhire ſeeming not to be 
heartily. concerned for the Diſcovery of this dark 
. „„

and diſtant Tranſaction, Application was made; 
about the Middle of March laſt, to a worthy Ju- 


ſtice of the Peace in Nottinghamſhire ; who, ſtruck 


with the Atrociouſneſs of the Crime, granted a 


Warrant to apprehend the Squire, which was 


ſoon indorſed by Sir John Every, a worthy Gen- 
tleman in the Commiſſion of the Peace for the 
County of Derby. The Warrant was executed 
in the Manner related in the Trial, by the Con- 
ſtable of Annefly and his Aſſiſtants, who ſoon 
brought the Priſoner, William Andrew Horne, Eſq; 


to be examined before two Juſtices of the Peace 


in Nottingbamſbire; where, after an Examinat n, 
which . laſted ſome Hours, the Priſoner was 


charged with ſuch monſtrous Crimes, and had fo 


little to. offer in his Defence before the Juſtices, 
that they committed him to Nottingham Goal, to 


take his Trial at the Aſſize. He had not been 


long confined, before he made Application to 
the Court of Kinz's Bench to be removed by Ha- 
beas Corpus, in order to be bailed ; for which 


- Purpoſe he went in Cuſtody of the Goaler *3 


London; but the Court denied him Bail; fo he 
was obliged to return to Nottingham Goal, there 
to remain till the dummer Aſſize, which was held 
on Saturday the roth of Auguſt, 1759, before the 
Lord Chief Baron Parker ; when, after a fair 
Trial, which laſted near nine Hours, he was 
found guilty of Murder, and received Sentence 
to be hang'd the Monday following. Is 
The Evening after his Trial ſeyeral humane 
Gertlemen, conſidering that the Time allowed

It was with Difficulty that he was perſuaded 
to think he had committed a Crime, in being the 
Occaſion of the Death of an innocent Babe; and 


thbught it hard, extremely hard, to be convicted 


of a Fact done ſo many Years ago; and its be- 
ing proved updn the ſingle Evidence, he ſaid, of 
an own Brother, made it doubly hard. | 
On Saturday the 8th of December, being aſked, 
Sir, did not you hurt your Father, and abuſe him 
ſome way or other, ſo as to haſten his End? He not 
only anſwered in the Negative, but that he al- 
ways did behave in a dutitul and obedient Man- 
ner.—Being, at the ſame Time, further interro- 
pated, Whether, directly or indirectiy, he had been 
guilty of murdering one of his Siſters ? He proteſted 
his Innocence on that Account. —heing alſo 
alk'd, Did not you murder one of your Maid Ser- 
vants who was ſuppoſed to te pregnant, and bury 
her in your on Garden? He alſo poſitively denied 
ic, Being further aſk'd, But, Sir, did not you beat a 
r Man to ſucha terrible Degree as to break his Arms, 
Ree, ſo that he died before be got out of your Grounds, 
and all this only for aſking an Alms ? No.--There was 
one Amos Killer, who was an Idiot, and belong'd 
to Ripley; and | remember once, at Heage-Court, 
wie heard of him being found dead near Chatſ- 
worth, or ſomewhere that Way, at ſeveral Miles 
Diſtance from Ripley.

Mr. Horne, for ſeveral Days before his Exe- 
cution, was quite reſigned, and behaved in a be- 
coming Manner. He told. the worthy Clergy- 
man who attended him, That he forgave all his 
Enemies, even his Brother Charles; But hat at the 
Day of Judgment, if Gop ALMIOHTY ſhould aſe 
him how his Brother Charles behaved, he would not 
give him a good Character. 
Mr. Horne was born on St. Andrew's Day, .in 
the Year 1685, which occaſioned his being bap- 
tized William Andrew; and, what is very remark- 
able, he was executed on his Birth-Day, in 1759 3 
ſo that he was exactly 74 Years of Ape the Day 
he died. —This he mentioned ſeveral Times after

Night, and ſaid. I muſt take a Ride with hi 
that Night. He took a Male Child out of . 


Kitchen Chamber, which was only three Day 


old. We went to the Stable in the Fold- Yard, 
and I mounted à Horſe called Rolin; the Pri- 
ſoner rode a little Bay Mare. The Child w J 
put into a long Linen Bag, like unto a C ks 

I held the Bag, and my Brother put the 
Child in, and I tied up the Bag. We went 


. treight to Amneſley, which is five computed Miles 


from Butterley, and is in this County. My Bro- 
ther and I carried the Child by — When 


Child was alive; on which I put my F ace to he 
Child's Face, and ſaid it was alive: He then 
took it from me, in the Bag, and left me, after 
bidding me ſtay in the Lane till he returned. In 
about a Quarter of an Hour he came back. 0s 
my aſking, what he had done with the Child, he 
ſaid he had laid it by a Hay- ſtack, and covejed 
it with Hay. My Father was then living, but 
did not know of it till ſome Time after; but, 
when de did, he charged me not to ſpeak of it. 
In about three or four Days after we returned 
from rake Benjamiy Jackſon called to T . 

che 
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the Yard, and told me there-was ſtrange News 
at Arneſley; that a Child was found there under 
a Hay-ſtack, and thrown over a Hedge with a 
Fork; that a Man went to fodder his Cattle, and 
had run his Fork into the Bag. I ſhould have 
made a public Diſcovery of this much ſooner, if 
my Father had not injoined Secrecy ; but I told 
it, ſome Time before my Father's Death, to one 
Jobn Kelſe!l, I alſo went to Mr. Cook, of Derby, 
way told him. this Affair, and Mr. Cook adviſed 
o to Mr. Juſtice Giſborne : I did, but 
Mr. Me. Sen ſaid I had better be quiet, as it was 
of a long Standing, and might hang half the Fa- 
mily. Mr. Cock allo ſaid a Diſcovery of this Sort 
might injure my Brothers abroad. About the 
ſame Time I told it to one Septimus Riley, a Te- 
nant of my. Brother's; and told it Mr. Fob Cooper, 
of Ripley, as I came back from Derby. About 
four Years ago, being then very ill, I ſent for 
Mr. John White, of Ripley, and told. him of it, 
and deſired he would adviſe me what to do. 
Mr. White ſaid it was a nice Affair, and he could 
not tell how to adviſe. I had for a long Time

by the Gate going down to my Brother's Houſe: 
I uſed frequently to open the Gate for him, and 
pull off my Hat to him, and yet he would f

Thomas Limb. —*< I live at Anneſiey in this County 
J well remember that 7obn Wooton came to my 
Houſe one Morning about the Middle of Febru- 
ary, 1724, and told me he had found a Bag with 
ſomething in it, as he was foddering his Cattle 
at John Gelſtrope's Hay-ſtack, near my Houſe ; 
and he ſaid he had put it over into my Croft. 
Upon this I went with him to ſee what it was, 
and we opened the Bag and found a dead Male 
Child in it. We took the Child to my Houſe, 
and my Wife took the Child out of the Bag to 
ſee if there was any Life in it; but the poor Child 
was quite cold and dead. I remembet I was ex- 
amined by the Coroner, but cannot, at this Diſ- 
tance of Time, recolle&t what Verdict the Jury 
ve in. I am certain it was a Male and fine 
Child, and my Wife ſaid it was four Days old.“ 
FJobn Weightman,—** I have lived at Aungſley 
above forty Years. About the Middle of a 
bruary, in the Year 1724, a Child was found in a 
Linen Bag, laid under a Hay-ſtack, belonging to 
Jobn Ge'lftrope, of Anneſiey: John Wotton threw 
it over the Hedge with his Fork, but the Child 
was quite dead, and was a fine Male Child. There 
were no Marks of Violence upon it, nor any 
Bruiſe, I examined it all over: it was a fine 
Boy, and I am of Opinion it was ſtarved to Death 
by being left all Night in the Cold“. 
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Mary Hall. —** J have lived at Auneſſey a great 
many Years. I was at Thomas Limb's Houle 
when the Child was found in a Bag under the 
Hay-ſtack, on Shrove-Tue/d2y, in the Year 1724. 
Thomas Limb's Wife took the Babe out of the 
Bag; ſhe held it to the Fire, and rubbed and 
chated it all over with her Hands to bring it to 
Life again, tho* to no Purpoſe, for it was quite 
cold, and, to all Appearance, it was killed by be- 
ing expoſed to the Weather. It was a fine Male 
Child, and feemed to be about two or three 
Days old.” 

Jobn Topbam.— About fifteen Years ago I and 
one Edam. Kelſall went to Butterly. Charles Horne, 
Brather to the Priſoner, then lived there. We 
wanted to ſpeak to Charles, and found him in the 
Stable : He looked very forrowful. I aſked him 
What was the Matter? He ſaid, He and his Bro- 
ther had bad ſome Murds. Says I, He does not uſe 
you well, He replied, He knew that which would 
hang bis Brother, and yet he uſes me thus. I then 
aſked him, #hat it was? He told me, That his 
Brother (the Priſoner) had, above twenty LNears ago, 
murdered a Child, and left it at Annefley. Kel/all 
was preſent during this Converſation, and he and 
I wear the next Morning to Arnefley, to enquire of 
the Neighbourhood there if any ſuch Child had 
ever been found; and we were informed by ſe- 
veral People, particularly a Landlady, that, about 
twenty Years before, ſuch a Child was found in 
a Cloſe at Annefley. Three or four Years after 
this | told the Priſoner of it : He made no Reply, 
but gave me ill Language, and never invited me 
to his Houſe after.” 5 ee 

Mr. Cote.“ JI am an Attorney, and live at 
Derby. About eight, ten, or it may be eleven 

C Ye 
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Years ago, a Perſon, whoſe Name was Horne, 
came to me about ſome Pariſh Buſineſs. | After 
the Buſineſs was over, he deſired to adviſe with 
me upon another Affair. He then told me, 
That his Brother got his Siſter with Child, and 
had murdered the Child. I aſked him, How he 
came to conceal it? I do not recollect what Anſwer 
he gave. I then adviſed him to go to a Magi- 
{trate, and make a full Diſcovery of the Matter.“ 
Jobn Cooper.“ As I was going to Derby, about 
twelve or thirteen Years ago, I fell into Compa- 
ny with Charles Horne: He ſaid he was then going 
to Derby to give Evidence againſt his Brother for 
murdering a Child about twenty Years ago, and 
leaving it at Anneſley. I have ſeveral Times ſince 
N 2 Charles Horne give an Account of the 
ame.“ 


John Mood.“ Six or ſeven Vears ſince, Charles 
Horne told me his Brother, the Priſoner, had 
murdered a Child, and that it was a great Bur- 
den upon his Conſcience. I adviſed him by all 
Means to diſcloſe the Affair, and unburden his 
Conſcience. He ſaid it was then more than 
twenty-five Years ſince the Fact was — and 
3 his Brother would never do any Tre for 
im.” 
John White. —®© About five Years ſince, Charles 
Horne, being very ill of a Flux, ſent for me, I 
found him in a very poor Condition, lying upon 
the Floor, having only a looſe Cloth under him. 
He ſaid, Mr. White, I am a dying Man, and can't 
go out of the World without diſcloſing my Mind to 
you, He then told me that he and his Brother, 
the Priſoner, had carried a Babe to Arnneſiey, and 
there left it to periſh with Hunger and Cold. I 


told him I was ſorry to hear ſuch an Account; 
0 en. that 
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that it was very hard he ſhould lie in that miſera- 
ble Condition; and adviſed him to put his Truſt 
in God, and he would reward him hereafter, 
I gave him Six-pence and left him. In three or 
four Days after J had left him he recovered ſur- 
prizingly; I ſaw him again, and aſked what had 
occaſioned ſo ſpeedy a Recovery; He ſaid, after 


hae had diſcloſed his Mind to me, he found his 


Mind much eaſter, and attributed his Recovery: 
to that. He then adviſed with me what he ſhould 
do further. I told him it was a nice Point, and I 
could not tell how to adviſe him.” 

John Weightman.—** I am Conſtable of Pent- 
ridge. A Warrant was granted, by Squire Hal- 
lows, to take up Charles Horne, to oblige him to 
make a full Difcovery of the Murder of the Child. 
This was about ſix or ſeven Months ſince.” 

Fobn Walter. —“ Some Time laſt Chriſt mas 
Mr. Horne, the Priſoner at the Bar, told me he 


had been informed that a Warrant had been 


made out to take up his Brother Charles, in or- 
der to be examin'd about the Murder of a Child. 
By his Defire I went to Charles to know where 
the Warrant came from, and I offered Charles 
Money to make the two Brothers Friends. He 
bid me tell Charles they could not make him 
ſwear what he knew againſt his Inclination, The 
Priſoner ſaid to me, What, would they tear my 
Siſters out of their Graves for a Thing done thirty 
Years ago? Tell Charles be can't hang me without 
hanging himſelf, and that if he behaves properly 1 
will be a Friend to him. The Priſoner never de- 
nied the Fact to me, or ſaid he was innocent of

1 Smith,—** About laſt Cbri imas the Pri, 
ſoner ſent for me to know if I could tell what... 
was in the Warrant which was granted to take 
up his Brother Charles. He. ſaid it was Malice iN 
Roe and Charles to extort Money from bim. 
ohn Turner. I am Conttable of Amnneſley. 
A Warrant having been granted to take up the 
. Priſoner, I was ordered, with proper Aſſiſtants, 
to execute it. This was done when the Aſſize 
was held laſt at Derby, About Eight o Clock at 
Night we went to the Priſoner's Houſe at But- 
terly; I knocked at the Door, but was refuſed 
Admittance. I then left Foſeph Smith, Samuel 
Roe, and Samuel Moite, to guard the Houſe. 1 
went again early the next Morning, knocked at 
the Door, and was told, by one of the Maids, 
Mr. Horne was gone out. We inſiſted he was in 
the Houſe, and threatened to break the Door ; 
upon this they let us in. We ſearched all over 
the Houſe, but could not find him. Samuel Ree 
. inſiſted upon our making a ſecond Search. In 
one of the Rooms there was a large Box; we de- 
termined to know what wes in it. Mrs. Horne, 
the Priſoner's Wife, ſaid, It contained nothing but 
ber beſt Linen.

Samuel Roe.—* J was an Aſſiſtant to the Con- 
ſtable, when we went to take Mr. Horne, which 
was in the Evening about Eight o'Clock. . We 
were denied Admittance into the Houſe that 
Night, but Mrs. Horne promiſed us that Mr., 
Herne, the Priſoner,- ſhould be forthcoming in 
the Morning. We did not care to truſt to that, 
but watched all Night; and in the. Morning, 
after threatening to break the Door with an Iron 
Crow, they let us in. We ſearched every Room 
and Paſſage in the Houſe very carefully to no 
Purpoſe ; at laſt I fixed my Eye upon a large 
old Cheit in one of the Rooms, in which Mrs. 
Lerne ſaid, There was nothing but Table-Linen and 
Sheets ;, but inſiſted upon looking into it, and was 
reſolved. it ſhould be broke open. She then un- 
locked the Cheſt, and Mr. Horne came out of it, 
ſhaked me by the Hand, and ſaid, It was 4 ſad 
Thing to hang him, for his Brother Charles was as 
bad as himſelf ; and be cant hang me without hang- 
ing himſelf. Some little Time after this, the Pri- 
ſoner being in the Parlour, he turned himſelf to- 
* the Wall, and ſaid, Damm the Cock-Bag.”

8 tence of Death. He was executed on the 11th 
of December, and his Body given to the Surgeons 
for Diſſection.
